A Reader Corrects Some Mistakes in 
the Advocate, 

I see in the Kentucky Advocateof re- 
cent date, “What a Young Boy Re- 
members About the War,” in which I 
differ very much. In the first place 
Rosecrans wa* not Bt the battle of Per- 
r.vville. Buell was in command of the 
Federal* with Thomas second and Crit- 
tenden and McCook next. Bragg was 
in command of the Confederate forces 
with Kirby Smith, Hardee and Polk, as 
his corps commanders. Hardee’s corps, 
with Buckner and Cheatham's divisions 
did the fighting. 

Morgan's men were not discharged 
until Lee had turned his sword over to 
Grant, and Johnson had surrendered to 
Sherman. The last body of Confed- 
erates under arms was a remnant of 
Morgan's old command under Basil 
Duke, which was discharged below 
Washington, Ga. Col. W. C. P. Breck- 
inridge, Col. Napier and others after- 
wards well-known, were there. The 
writer also remember* something about 
the Guerillas, as he was the first one 
to reach Mr. Frank Beazley when he 
was killed in the old Dix River bridge 
on the Lancaster pike. Mr. John Logan 
coming up a few minutes after hia ar- 
rival. Beazley was a fine man .t great 
friend of my father, and also of Col. 
Napier. Mr. Beazley was killed by a 
man named Fergurson, a des|>erado. A 
man's life was worth but little in those 
days. 

The first real battle in Kentucky was 
at Mill Springs, although a hot skir- 
mish was had at Wild Cat, where the 
Confederates met defeat. Morgan 
made hia first rsid in Kentucky in the 
Spring of 1862, coming in at Glasgow 
and capturing Lebanon and Harrods- 
burg and driving 7,000 men into Lex- 
ington. then took Cynthiana, Winches- 
ter and Richmond, taking the Lancas- 
ter road there and passing through Crab 
( >rchard and on to Somerset, where he 
crossed the Cumberland river and sent 
a dispatch to George D. Prentice telling 
him he would call on him personally the 
next time he came to Kentucky.

How to Restore A Drowning Man. 

Here is a simple and effective way to 
restore a drowning man: 

The man should be stood on his head 
in order that all the water possible be 
gotten from his lungs. The old meth- 
od of rolling him on a barrel is not a 
bad one for the same purpose. 

Then an effort should be made to in- 
duce artificial respiration. To this end 
put the persoh flat on his back and let 
some one catch hold of his arms just at 
the elbow. 

Then raise the arms above the head 
and bring them down. 

As they reach the body press in on 
the ribs to force out the air gained by 
lifting the arms. 

Keep this up at the rate of 18 times a 
minute. 

Then try to get the heart to moving 
by giving a stimulant like liquor or a 
hyperdermic injection. 

Sometimes a slight fluttering of the 
heart is sufficient' to get back life. 

Get a physician as soon as possible.
